Lighthouse restora¬ 
tion still moving 
ahead,buyer found for 
keeper’s dwelling

The Point Abino Lighthouse 
has many more years in its 
horizon, following a decision 
made by council on Monday 

A restoration project of the 
historic lightstation that came 
in $279,439 under budget, after 
the Town of Fort Erie called for 
tenders last month will move 

It was also brought to coun¬ 
cil's attention that the light¬ 
house keeper's dwelling will be 
purchased by an individual for 
$450,000, after an hour-long 
closed session. 

This leaves a $371,000 short¬ 
fall for the Town, paid from the 
facilities reserve fund and will 
create a 1.8 per cent tax 
increase on the general levy in 
2012. 

The project is also being 
funded by a $425,000 federal 
grant.

"It's something Fort Erie is 
known for," he said. 

Ward 4 Coun. John Hill 
also agreed that maintaining 
heritage assets is important, 
after admitting it was "not an 
easy decision" moving ahead 
with the restoration. 

He also said local politi¬ 
cians of the past, not just the 
previous council, should 
have sunk more money into 
the facility. 

"They had opportunities 
to invest into this piece of 
heritage," said Hill. 

Mayor Doug Martin didn't 
like Hill bringing up the work 
of previous councils. 

"They had their priorities 
as well and they made deci¬ 
sions, best for the interest of 


the Town of Fort Erie," said 
Martin. 

The mayor said it was a 
difficult, but not quite afford¬ 
able move to make by coun¬ 
cil, but said this could be the 
best deal seen so far, espe¬ 
cially since there is a buyer 
for the keeper's dwelling. 

He later moved that the 
Town should seek additional 
funds from the federal gov¬ 
ernment to help offset the 
outstanding $371,000. 

The Town of Fort Erie pur¬ 
chased the Point Abino 
Lighthouse from the 
Canadian Coast Guard in 
2002. Since then, scheduled 
tours have taken place in the 
summer months, the only 
time residents are able to see 
the lighthouse in its entirety.

Before it was known a 
buyer of the keeper's 
dwelling was on the table, a 
staff report warned council 
that moving ahead with the 
project would create a finan¬ 
cial burden for the munici¬ 
pality. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular, 
was not pleased that it 
appeared the majority of his 
fellow councillors would be 
voting in favour of the 
restoration, with a price tag 
of $1.33 million. 

"As chair of finance, I have 
some great reservations," 
said Shular, in his seventh 
year on council. 

He cited a number of 
expenses the Town will be 


and could potentially be 
faced with over the next year, 
such as litigation the Town is 
facing with the Bay Beach 
issue and an Ontario 
Municipal Board hearing 
over the Canadian Motor 
Speedway. 

He suggested an intense 
fundraising initiative should 
be undertaken by the Point 
Abino Lightstation 

Preservation Society 

(PALPS) to offset the 
$371,000 that will become 
the burden of taxpayers, if 
the facilities reserve fund is 
not replenished.

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley voted in favour of 
moving ahead with the proj¬ 
ect in late March, when the 
keeper's dwelling was still on 
the market and the shortfall 
would have been much 

Now, with the numbers 
being even less, he continues 
to support the restoration. 

He feels maintaining 
important cultural and her¬ 
itage aspects of Greater Fort 
Erie is crucial for the munic¬ 
ipality's identity, the main 
reason he voted in support of 
the project. 

"It's a heritage asset and it 
means something to a lot of 
people in this town," said 
Steckley. 

He understands there are 


other things that need finan¬ 
cial attention, but said there 
is no reason to cast some¬ 
thing like the lighthouse off 
into the lake. 

"That doesn't mean you 
stop looking at other assets 
you have," he said. 

Paul Collard, Ward 6 
Coun., agreed with Shular

Wayne Redekop is hop¬

On Wednesday night, at 
the Italo-Canadian Club on 
Dipietro Street, the former 
mayor verified suggestions 
he is seeking the New 
Democratic Party (NDP) 
nomination for the upcom¬ 
ing October provincial 
election, in the riding that 
encompasses Fort Erie, 
Niagara-on-the-Lake and 
Niagara Falls. 

If he is successful as the 
party's candidate, when 
chosen next month, he will 
go up against Liberal 
incumbent Kim Craitor and 
Conservative candidate 
George Lepp. 

"This will be no ordinary 
provincial election," said 
Redekop, in front of sup¬ 
porters and family. 

He feels the results will 


determine how the govern¬ 
ment plans to respond to 
challenges the province 
faces with communities, 
families and individuals. 

"Will the agenda of the 
next provincial government 
include measures that 
make life affordable for 
families and individuals 
that invest in health care 
and education, protect our 
environment and ensure 
that today's debt does not 
burden future genera¬ 
tions?" he asked. 

Redekop served as the 
mayor of Fort Erie from 
1997 to 2006, when he took 
a break from politics. 

He is a partner of the 
Jones, Jamieson and 
Redekop law firm, where he 
has been practicing out of 
since 1977. 

If elected the Niagara 
Falls member of provincial 
parliament, it would 
require more travel than 
when he was mayor. 
Therefore, he said it is 
tough to determine

Dear Editor, 


Dr. Kundi of Welland 
spoke out about the 
health care system in 
Niagara recently, and 
used a great analogy, “you 
can’t cut the heart out of a 
patient and expect that 
patient to survive.” 

You only have to look 
at the situation in Niagara 
and the demise of health 
care as it is happening. 
Fort Erie and Port 
Colborne hospitals have 
been reduced to holding 


centres for long term care 
patients waiting for place¬ 
ment or, often patients 
with highly communica¬ 
ble illnesses such as 
MRSA. 

We are lucky enough 
that we have a good pal¬ 
liative care group made 
up of truly dedicated peo¬ 
ple who are trained and 
willing to sit with dying 
patients, when relatives 
live too far away to be 
there as often as they 
would be in their own 
community, and cannot 
make it to the hospital in 


time for their loved one’s 
last moments. 

The Yellow Shirt 
Brigade has been fighting 
for the right to have equal 
accessible health care and 
to get our hospital back 
for the people who built 
and maintained them. We 
need our emergency 
departments, not just an 
urgent care unit. 

Dr. Kundi stood up and 
spoke as a physician, and 
a concerned citizen, stat¬ 
ing that “one loss of life - 
even in a year-is just too 
much in this day and age. 


It’s too much to sacrifice.” 

At first it was only Fort 
Erie, Port Colborne and 
surrounding areas that 
felt the cuts to services, 
loss of jobs, and closure, 
but now the larger hospi¬ 
tals around us feel the 
knife as the cuts are hap¬ 
pening to them. As we all 
know the NHS worm 
their way in, and once it 
starts the death knell 
sounds. 

Amalgamation of hos¬ 
pitals and services may 
work in larger cities that 
have several hospitals and 


make sense, because they 
have public transporta¬ 
tion on a continuum, how¬ 
ever in rural areas such as 
much of south Niagara 
that is not the case. There 
is no public transporta¬ 
tion available. If you take 
the available bus to 
Niagara Falls or St. 
Catharines, it a very limit¬ 
ed schedule plus you 
have to make your way to 
the hospital via an unfa¬ 
miliar system and get 
back in time to catch the 
ride back home. 

This is not feasible for 


sick patients, or the elder¬ 
ly- 

Reopen the local hos¬ 
pitals to operate and treat 
the people in the commu¬ 
nity and build long term 
facilities that do not 
require all the services 
necessary to be a general 
hospital. Utilize the larger 
hospitals in St. Catharines 
that are slated to close or 
sold as they are already 
established.

Do you have tires that are not being 
put to use? Do you get satisfaction 
from donating to charities? 

If you answered yes to either of 
these questions, then you should 
head down to Miller's Auto Recycling 
on May 27 and 28 for the annual 
Ontario Tire Stewardship program, 
where all certified members of the 
Ontario Auto Recycler's Association 
(OARA) collect tires to raise money 
for the Sunshine Foundation, a chari¬ 
ty that provides opportunities for 
children with illnesses and physical 
disabilities. 

The program has implemented a 
managed scrap tire solution for on 
and off-road tires supplied in the 
Ontario market, diverting them away 
from burning and landfills. 

Residents can take up to four rub¬ 
ber tires to any certified participant, 


free of charge. 

Tires find new life through Ontario- 
based tire processors and manufac¬ 
turers in end-of-life products, com¬ 
mercial and industrial use. 

In the first year, Ontario residents 
recycled over 125,000 tonnes of tires. 

Miller’s alone collected 32,000. 

They are then used to create roof¬ 
ing material, rubber mats, play¬ 
ground products, hockey rinks and 
automotive parts. 

Evan Miller, spokesperson for the 
local recycler, hopes last year’s suc¬ 
cess can be built on considerably, 
pointing out that a goal of $100,000 
has been set for this year. 

“We need everybody’s involve¬ 
ment,” said Miller. 

For every tire that is donated, a 
total of two dollars and one cent is 
handed over to the Sunshine 
Foundation, between Miller’s, Liberty 
Tire and the OARA.
